TOM P A IN E ’S B IR T H H A Y . 


Thomas Paine, once the “ detested 
infidel,” will today 
be remembered 
as a patriot and benefactor 
ot hu­ 
manity, 
outside 
of 
his 
religiour 
views, by admirers on both sides of 
the Atlantic. The S t Joseph News- 
1‘ress says' The city of Thetford, in 
Norfolk, England, where Paine wa* 
horn 176 years ago, will hold a ceiv 
bradon an i plan the erection of a 
memorial. At New 
Rochelle, 
near 
New York city, where 
Paine died, 
the usual birthday meeting 
will 
be 
held. Paine was given a farm b> th ? 
state of New York in recognition cf 
bis services to his adopted country. 
The old Paine house is now preserv­ 
ed as a memorial, and contains many 
íviies of the author of “ The Crisis,” 
which began with the significant sen 
lenco, “ These are the times that try 
men’s souls ’—“ Th© Rights of Man 
and “ The Age of Reason.’’ A life like 
wax figure of Paine seated in his fa- 
vcrite Chair which h*1 used in the li­ 
brary of his New Rochelle homo, is 
a remarkable feature of the Paine 
museum. A monument to Paine al-o 
stands in New Rochelle and in Bos­ 
ton a Paine memorial building per­ 
petuates bis name. 
The rehabilitation 
of 
Paine 
was 
largely d u*' 
to the 
efforts 
of Dr. 
Moncure D. Conway, the 
late dis­ 
tinguished author and 
one-time 
fa­ 
mous London preacher, whose biog­ 
raphy of the 
T h e t f o r d 
man placed 
him in an entirely new light. 
l»r. 
Conway was the first 
p r e s id e n t 
o í 
the 
Paine 
M e m o r ia l 
a s s o c ia tio n , 
which has since his death carried on 
the work. 
Many eminent men, in­ 
cluding clergymen, have been promi- 
pent in the work o f the association. 
Paine's body was originally interred 
at New RochelK but was later re­ 
moved to England, 
Free thinkers were formerly aione 
in celebrating Paine’s birthday, but 
¿.any classes now pay tribute to hUt 


memory. In England the suffragette 
bait hi.n as their piom er. for 1? was 
Paine who 
early 
suggested 
equal 
political rights for the fair sex. His 
services to France in the bloody days 
of the revolution, for which he was 
rewarded by being thrown into pris­ 
on because of his appeal for clem­ 
ency for the kins, have not been for­ 
gotten and Paris now has a monu­ 
ment to hie memory. 
Paine wag a pioneer in many fields, 
although he 
is 
chiefly remembered 
because of his attacks on Christiani­ 
ty. He built the first iron bridgp in 
England, which still spans the Wear 
at Sunderland. He suggested the fed­ 
eral union of states. 
He advocated j 
the abolition of slavery and organic- I 
ed the first society for 
the preven­ 
tion of cruelty to animals. The old ¡ 
age pension scheme, now in effect in 
England, wan suggested 
by 
Paine. 
His appeal 
for 
international 
peace 
and arbitration was among the first ; 
of its kind ever published. Interna­ 
tional Copyrights were proposed by 
Paine. The education of the poor at 
public expense, the foundation of the ; 
public school system, 
was proposed 
by Paine, and he is credited 
with j 
advocating the Louisiana 
purchase. 
So. even those who denounce his in­ 
fidelity have other reasons for gratl- i 
tude to him.
